THE JUBILEE HIGHWAY IDEA

The annual mid-winter pastime of 
pulling Edmonton's city charter to pieces 
is now under way. Among the alterations | 
which the legislature is being asked to 
make in the constitution of the city, one 
would abolish the provision that a candi- 
date for the city council must be an owner 
of property. Another would empower 
council to start bus lines as adjuncts to | 
the street railway. Without discussing 
their advisability, these examples are suf- 
ficient to show that the amendments being 


sought are not of trifling importance. 
They touch some of the fundamental ideas 
ipon which Edmonton's system of civic 
overnment is built. It should be added

To most persons near the threshold 
of thelr careers, the main “business” 
of Mfe (the choice of what they would 
like to be busy at) involves the prob- 
lem of finding themselvex. Few have 
so decided or one-sided a talent that 
the choice comes early or is almost 
made by natural endowment, as for 
the artist or musician, Some will do 
well to maintain a vocation, which is 
thelr income earning business, and 
an avocation, which is the busy-ness 
that brings a deper or another order 
of satisfaction. It isn't an unfortun- 
ate adjustment to do one thing be- 
cause you have the chance of earn- 
ing « living by it, and another because 
it appeals to your interests, though it 
is unforunate if you find your busi- 
ness dull or irritating or unpleasant 
and depressing. The problem of “find- 
ing yourself” is more difficult in com- 
plex individuals with a variety of 
tastes and talents and none quite 
marked enough to play the leading 
role, Hence the need of an adjust- 
ment bureau, which is more than an 
employment bureau 

Yet the fundamental conclusion re- 
mains that earnest occupation in an 
absorbing busy-ness is a stéadying 
factor of the highest value. You can 
find it at any age, at every age. With- 
out it you dissipate or are lost, or 
idle and unhappy. 

Those who find their busy-ness and 
their-business in the same occupa- 
tion are fortunate, The danger of 
being so absorbed in business that 
you are too busy to cultivate any other 
pursuits is real and also too common.
